THREADNEEDLE’S 
OLD LADY TO BUY 
SELF NEW GOWN 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—[{United News.] 
—The “Old Lady of Threadneedle 
Street” is going to launch out and 
buy a new dress. In plain English, 
the Bank of England is going to re- 
build. 

From a strictly commercial stand- 
point, it was high time, for the Bank 
of England has long been recognized 
as one of the most recklessly wasteful 
pieces of architecture in this country. 
Occupying some of the most valuable 
building land in the.world—the great 
block in the heart of the city of Lon- 
don at the junction of Threadneedle 
street, Cornhill, Throgmorton street, 
and Lothbury—the present building 
stands only three stories high. 
~ The present building is something 
over 150 years old, and was designed 
by Sir John Soane. It has seen many 
vicissitudes, and during the Lord 
George Gordon anti-Catholic riots of 
1879 it was turned into a veritable 
fortress, the clerks being armed and 
the pewter inkstands melted down for 
bullets. The rioters attempted to storm 
the bank, but were beaten all with 
heavy casualties.

It is known that agents of Attor- 
ney General Brundage, who made e 
greater part of the investigations and 
furnished much of the evidence on 
which the Landis injunctions were 
based, have been quietly gathering 
further evidence for the last three 
months. 

Higher Decision Awaited. _ 

This evidence has been held up 
awaiting the decision of the Court of 
Appeals. That it will be presented to 
the federal court as soon as possible 
was freely predicted in legal circles 
last night. It is said to involve a con- 
siderable number of prominent socia) 
and athletic clubs and virtually every 
well known cabaret in the city. 
Briefly, the decision of the appeals 
court establishes as law the presump- 
tion that a federal District court, 
through the issuance of an injunction. 
can close any place where evidence 
has been presented that liquor has 
been or is being sold; that that place 
must remain closed until such time as 
the judge issuing the injunction is 
assured that no further sales of liquor 
will be made there. 

In the case of a club, it would mean 
not only the closing of the bar, ifr 
there is one, but of the whole institu- 
tion. In a majority of the injunctions 
already handed down the Places af- — 
fected were padlocked by federal offi- 
cials, and those allowed to open only 
did so after they had proved that 
thereafter no drinks of any kind would 
be sold. The injunctions granted, for 
the most ‘part, were _ for the pertod 
of one year. 

No Need for Walting. 

With this decision, federal prohtpi. 
tion officials no longer have to wait 
for the slow process of arrest. indict. 
ment, or trial, but can appear before 
any district judge and, with evidence 
of sales, procure an immediate order 
closing at once the place affected, 

Violators of such an injunction 
would not be tried under the prohipj- 
tion act, but would face the bar for 
contempt of court. In the case of

New Agreement Is Hoped| 


For at Washington. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Spe- 
cilal.J—The scrapping of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance is expected to be one 
of the results of Prime Minister Lloyd 
George's visit to Washington to attend 
the arms conference. 

The official spokesman of the British

Harding’s Idea of Agreement. 

President Harding has made known 
his expectation that such an under. 
standing would be arrived at by the 
three powers and his approval thereof 
—not an alliance or a treaty, but a less 
formal agreement which might be man. 
ifested merely by an exchange of diplo- 
matic notes as the open door doctrine 
was established by John Hay. 

The trend of events in the conference 
is toward the conclusion of a triple 
‘entente and the United States is 
swinging all its influence to attain-that 
object. The substitution of the entente 
for the alliance, however, must be 
initiated by either Great Britain or 
Japan and it would not be surprising 
if the dissolution of the alliance were 
signalized by a joint declaration by 
them before the conference adjourns.

JAPAN REFUSES 
TO TAKE TROOPS 
OFF CHINA SOIL 


Lodge Plans Aid to an 
Ortental Republic. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]— While expressing sympathy for 
the plight of China and a desire to be 
on friendly terms, Japanese delegates 


to today’s session of the committee on 
Pacific and far eastern affairs indicated 
that Japan could not accede at once to 
the demands of China for the removal 
of foreign troops. 

There are about 75,000 Japanese sol- 
diers and police in China, according to 
information given the committee.

Its beginning, 
the world-wide enthusiasm evoked by 
its early promise, its struggle to exist, 
its abandonment by America, its blun- 
ders and omissions, and the incomplete 
body that now represents it in Geneva, 
are the material of an immense con- 
flicting literature. For a time at least 
the league is in the background. It 
has not kept hold of the popular imag- 
ination of the world. 

I will not touch here upon thd mis- 
takes and disputes, the possible arro- 
gance, the past jealousies, the inadvis- 
able compromises, the unnecessary 
concessions that made the league a 
lesser thing than it had promised to be. 
I will not discuss why so entirely an 
American project, into which many na- 
tions came mainly to please America, 
failed to retain the official support of 


- the American government. 


“A World Conversation.” 


The league of nations stands now, 
as it were, on the shelf, an experiment 
not wholly satisfactory, not wholly a 
failure, destined for searching recon- 
sideration at no distant date. Mean- 
while, the American mind, with much 
frankness and boldness, has produced 
this second experiment, in a widely 
different direction, the first Washing- 
ton conference for the ‘limitation of 
armaments. 

The league of nations was too defi- 
nite and cramped in its constitution, 
too wide in its powers. It was a pre- 
mature superstate. One standard ob- 
jection, and a very reasonable one, was 
that America might be outvoted by

The same paper which told of Mr. Ryan's deci- 
sion not to accept the war trophies which would 
remind the people of Cook county of the time 
when their peace was won by their soldiers carried 
the story of Lieut. Col. Whittlesey’s disappearance 
from the steamship Tolca on the way to Havana.

York. 

Col. Whittlesey was in command of the 
American battalion which was cut off in an ad- 
vance in the Argonne forest but maintained iis 
position four days and nights and, although it 
lost in dead and wounded all but 194 men, would 
not. accept the “German offer and would not sur- 
render. The American advance later extricated 
the battalion. Congress voted the congressional 
medal to its commander, 
~ Whittlesey, with peace returned, suffered the 
disillusionment which is the tragedy of so many 
soldiers. The great purpose which sustained the 
soldiers dissolved in the face of realities at home. 
Emotions and principles which had been in their 
proper place when sacrifice was needed were lost 
in the smothering indifference and forgetfulness.

Previous report’ that the Japanese would demand 


an increase of the proportion @f naval strength 
assigned to them by thes Hughes plan is now au- 


thoritatively verified. Admiral Kato, member of the | 


Japanese delegation, has given an interview in 
which he announces that Japan cgnsiders the 5-5-3 
ratio inadequate and will propose 10-10-7. | 

This is a 16 per cent increase, by which Japan 
will have 70 per cent of the strength in capital 
ships as against the 100 per cent standard of Amer- 
ica or Great Britain.’ Admiral Kato asserts that 
this is the minimum required for Japan’s security. 
At the same time a cable dispatch from Tokio 
tells us of a massmeeting, addressed by “ Japanese 
publicists,” which opposed the 5-5-3 plan and de- 
manded dismantling of fortifications in the Pacific, 
referring, of course, to Corregidor and Pearl Har- 
bor. A vice admiral is reported to have declared 
that if the delegation return as a 5-5-3 agreement 
“the people will prevent them from landing.”

Chicago, Nov. 26.—I was amused by 
the article in today’s Trisunn, stating 
that the honorable governor of Wiscon- 
sin had requested Postmaster General 
Hays to take the armed marines off mail 
trains and had sent one of his brave and 
trustworthy sheriffs to Chicago to ar 
rest a marine for having shot a hobe 
while said hobo was attempting to board, 
or had boarded, a mail train in Wiscon- 
sin. Well, it takes all kinds of people 
to make a world, and some of them are 
elected governor. Evidently the gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin thinks that hoboes 
have the right of way over everything 
in Wiscofttsin, including the United 
States malls. 

If this governor would read a news- 
paper ‘or two, he would perhaps be sur- 
prised to find that all mall train now 
have a marine guard, placed on these 
trains for the express purpose of pro- 
tecting the United States malls from 
depredations, which have been very 
plentiful in the last two or three years.

‘AN EGG DEALER’S DIFFICULTIES. 


Bloomington, Wis., Nov. 26.—A word 
for the refail grocer. In yesterday's 
TRIBUNE -“'The Inqufring Reporter ” 
asks, ‘“‘ Why are the grocers, charging 76 
cents a°dozen for eggs?’ 

e pnswers given one “man says, 
“Strictly fresh eggs can bé bought in 
the country for from 20 to 35 cents a 
dozen.” Another man says buy from 
the producer; “ we could get fresh eggs 
for 35 to 38 cents ffom them.” 

We operate a store in the heart of a 
community that raises quantities of 
poultry, and we buy eggs from the 
farmer all the dear. Today we are pay- 
ing him 50 cents a dozen, either cash or 
trade, for his eggs. 

These must be counted, candled, packed 
for shipment, hauled ten miles to a depet, 
shipped 220 miles to Chicago, express 3 
cents a dozen, unloaded at the commis- 
sion house, recandled, then resold to the 
grocer, again hauled to his place of busi- 
ness, sold out in small lots, put up in 
suitable packers for delivery, then deliv- 
ered at the door of the consumer, the 
account ‘kept by the grocer, and quite 
possibly he must wait indefinitely for his 
money. 

Any one knowing anything at al! of 
the expense of doing business can see 
that no one makes very much profit on 
a dogen eggs. B. G. L.

All classes of fowl 
are susceptible to bronchitis in late 
fall and early winter when the weather 
is changeable and disagreeable. 
Chickens are especially susceptible to 
this disease when they are crowded on 
a small roost at night and kept in a 
house with all doors and windows 
locked so they cannot get fresh air. 
Too often the amateur poultry keeper 
thinks his birds will freeze unless every. 

Every 
hole and crack should be closed on the
